1. ^EBANA Shisuka, member of the Lower House of the National Diet, asked far an 

interview with Source on 12 September, 1951, to discuss his Impending pol- 
itical campaign. In the course of the interview, however, Source brought 
up the question of the formation of a new political party known as the 
"Cooperative Party": KIODOTO. EBANA referred to it as the "Concordia* 

Party, (KXOVA. TO), and gave the following Information about it. 

2. Former members of the old Fast Asia League (DAI TO A KE242I) gathered to- 
gether on 15 August, 1951, on the anniversary of Lt. General XSHIHABA 
Kanju's death, at his tomb at Tsuruoka* They conferred and made c coral t- 
■onts on the establishment of the Concordia Party, setting up its organisation 
and platform. x The Initiative or Inaugural convention of this party was 
supposed to have been already held the first week In September, 1951. The 
Concrodla Party is not an ideological organization party, but rather a 
political one. It is an entirely unique and new type of party. EBANA is 

no longer a member of the present East Asia League, (he stated), as he 
assumed Source knew. However, quite s few of the old members of the East 
Asia League are well acquainted with EBANA* a past dose relationship with 
13HIHAKA Ksnju. Some of these members. In the Conoordla Ifcrty, seem to 
have planned secretly to appoint EBAKA to be chief of the tfakamatsu Branch 
of the Concordia Psxty, apparently in order to secure a certain amount of 
campaign funds contributions from EBANA. 

3* A young man from the headquarters of the Conoordla Party visited EBANA, 

oalled for the latter's participation in and aid to the Party, and explained 
about its platform and tbs personnel leading it. 

4, According to the explanation of this youth, the Conoordla Party appears to 
be quite short of competent and experienced political leaders and also of 
political campaign funds. It seemed to EBANA from the description given him* 
that there were vide divergencies betweenjfte underlying principles of the 
Conoordla Party and the beslc tenets of^xStuBARA Kanft, EBANA received the 
distinct Impression that the new party was very strongly under the Influence 
of socialism. Despite its shortage of top leaders and of funds, the youth 
felt confident that the Conoordla Party would not fall to boring the Liberal 
Party to total defeat In the next general elections and would then seise the 
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tJwt the Concordia 

Party is opposed to rcvis.nn o. J.e Constitution and to rearmament. As long 
as Japan regains unaided, the nation would not bo plumed into the coming * 
world-wide ca ins lror.be, this younr exponent stated. 

5. EBANA told the youth that it A*dd be completely JLiriostfiblr and ridiculous 
that he sho sld bolt from the Liberal Party, of w. ic. 1 he is r.ow a Parlia- 
mentary member, in order to join the Concordia Prrty . He added further more, 
that whereas the Concordia Party . i. ht be right from the idealistic point of 
view in insisting upon opposition to reanoarent and to revision of the con- 
stitution's anti-war clause, he could not arree as a practical politician; 
faced with various daily problems of actual politics, EHAiiA stated that he 
could not stand by idly (lot could ti:e nation) in the present-day world 
situation relying upon an empty ar*u.r,cnt such as tlie Concordia Party offered. 

On that point, he continued, his principles a.nc those Oi the new party were 
definitely opposed, and for that reason he co la rot cooperate with it. 

Houpver, noting that the new party r: v\ r*d the memory* of ISHIKAHA and that manor 
of its leaders wore once beloved fcy vhe ^rtat Faiwvsian leader, LEAK A, feeling 
similar past ties, contributed (¥10,000) ten thousaid yen as a token of his 
esteem for the memory of ISl.DiAhA. he cent the youth beck with the donation 

on the express understanding tl*at it was no indication whatsoever that he was 
in agreement with the prir.eiples of the Concordia Party, but waa merely for 
the above-stated reasons. 

6. EBAKA did not know how closely Source knew^SLJI Kas^noba, but indicated that 
there were runors of iSuJI's close corrections to personalities within the 
present leadership of the new party. Some members of the Concordia Rsirty have 
said that T5UJI was in a position to help the party, though only indirectly, 
since he is still purged and unable to join it. lobJI has a distant relation 
ly marriage (or by family?) to ISi.IHAhA Kanju; however, he seems to have no 
overt connection to the Concordia Party. Among the real leaders of the 
Concordia Party, there is a man oalled'wtlA Tsuyoshi (or Kei) . He was formerly 
& lieutenant or captain in the Japanese Army, left it to engage in political 
work in connection witn feaUblishment of the Concordia Association (Kl'OUUCAl) 

• in Manchuria, and was later promoted to the rank of Lieutenant General in the 
Manchurian Army. Certainly he was one of tr.os^ closely linked to IS.vXKAKA. 
TSUJI and WUA were extremely close, and while ISOJI was carrying on secret 
operations in Japan, he is reported to have concealed hii^elf at VAEA’s 
house for about three or four months. Even considering just this fact alone, 
it is virtually impossible to believe that -Sl v I has no connection at all 
to the new party. Although the tiuth of the rumor cannot be ascertained, it 
is said that ISUJI har promised a financial contribution to the party from 
the sale of his books and publics ti a: r.
